Their written history dates back’ twenty 
centuries before the Christi: ike While, 
their traditional history runs back, so far 
that it not only antedates that of the most 
‘aneient ofthe human race. but it is lost in 
the vagueand dim perlods of the utmost 
antiquity, From this history we yather cere 
tain facts whieh are Jeculitcly pertinent 
to the events whieh are now occurring 
Sunder our.own observation} and which 
clearly evinee the pertinivity and deter 
mination with which they adhere to any 
fixed purpose, Aud frum it we also 
gather coniplete ‘corroboration of the 
axiom thal" history repeats itself” Within 
the period of her written history there was 
atime when China confined her power 
within the limits of her own domain, She 
neither souht for conquest or knowledge 
of the outside world, The earliest polley 
of her Government was that of strict atten- 
Hon to her own individuality, and to that 
alone, Centuries subsequent to that con- 
dition she sought to enlarge her posses- 
Sions, and by quietly’ colonizing in some 
Instances, and by conquests in others, she 
now holds as the result of this change in, 
her plan‘of action, the countries of Thibet, 
Eastern Turkestan, Mantchuria and Mon- 
golia. She is throwing, by means of the. 
human rivers of emigrants, vast numbers: 
into Siam, into Indiaand Formosa. She has 
flooded the' Philippine Islands to such an ex< 
tent that the native population are nearly 
obliterated, und the Spanish inhabitants 
are virtually driven out.
